HOUSE COOLING MACHINES 


Plan by which People May Get Relief In 


Summer 


A pleasing prospect is held out to those 


who suffer from the heat in summer by 
the announcement that a machine has 
been invented for the artificial cooling of 
bouses, hotels mid business buildings, 
i Inch promise of operating successfully. 
The inventor is Prof. Willis Moore, the 
head of the weather bureau, and the 
recent public demonstration of the1 ap- 
paratus ut Washington is said to have 
been attended with fair success. The ap- 
paratus has been patented In this coun- 
try aud patents have been applied for in 
every civilized country on the globe, as 
the inventor feels confident that his ap- 
paratus will coiu'e into as general use in 
summer as stoves and furnaces in winter. 
When the foreign patents have been ob- 
tained, tlie inventor will make public 
the formula for the simple solution 'with 
which the machinery is charged and by 
which the atmosphere is cooled, but nat- 
urally withholds that information for the 
present. 


According to the description given the 


house cooling machine resembles in ap- 
pearance a cylinder stove aud takes up 
very little room. It is so light that it 
may be moved readily from one room to 
another, and it U claimed that it can be 


humbler course and keep to safe service. 


I always recommend beginners to start 


with a quiet service increasing the pace, 
and taking cure to be able to make, it 
with absolute certainty before attempting 
a really bard stroke. It is necessary to 
be able to vary your service, or your op- 
ponent will get to know what to expect. 
If ho is prepared to receive a swift ball 
he may be put out by a gentle stroke 
which just lauds the ball over the top o£ 
the net. 


A. great point in serving is to keep the 


ball as low over the net as possible, and, 
as a rule, placed well to the back of the 
court. For the return, stand well up to 
the table and if (he service you have to 
take is very swift, the safest course is 
the "half-volley." A half-volley, I may 
explain, for the benefit of the uninitiated, 
is when the ball is met, not struck, the 
moment it rises from the table. The half- 
volley must be- considered defensive play, 
hut owing to tho rapidity with which thn 
ball is returned a point is often gained. 
Unless tlie ball is kept low down over the 
net it will bounce up and allow you op- 
pomnet to make a "smash" stroke; that 
is to say, to hit hard down on the ball, 
a stroke which, if well delivered it is 
almost impossible to return.—Pearson's 
Magazine for June.

Welsh and American Mines 
In Great Britain tho coal lies at very 


great depths. In America a shaft ot 200 
feet is considered fairly deep, while one 
of 200 yards in England is but a shallow 
pit and some few workings are nearly 
4,000 feel deep. I do not know of a drift 
mine being worked at present in Eng- 
land, but in'America, especially in Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia they aro ex- 
tremety common. The results of this is 
that tho cost of hauling the coal out nnd 
the pumping of large quantities of water 
from great depths make coal mining very 
expensive in Great Britain. A drift mine 
is also more cheaply ventilated than a 
shaft one, and the mines are much more 
fiery in England than they are in Amer- 
ica. The presence of fire damp iu British 
mines greatly impeded thn rapidity of 
working and adds to the cost iu many 
ways. There are many stringent regul- 
lations to he carried out with a view 
to the prevention of explosions, which 
nevertheless occur only too frequently, 
and when they do they are usually of a 
very serious nature, causing large loss 
oi' life and property. Frequently several 
months elapse before the mines arc in 
complete working order again after such 
an accident. The cost of this loss of life 
ind property naturally is very great.— 
Rngineering Magazine.
